form to ‘‘modern demands.”

men for banks and brokers’ offices. Is 
th is th e function of colleges? If it Is, 
th e sooner campuses are establish ed in 
Wall street and in th e great industrial 
centers th e better for th e quality of in­ 
struction.

But in a larger sense th e 
opinion th at American colleges do not 
prepare for business careers is contro­ 
verted by th e testimony of competent 
foreign observers wh o h ave noted th at 
business life in America, on account 
of th e large element of college men 
represented in it, is now on a h igh er 
plane th an in any oth er country. Th e 
colleges may not equip student 
a for 
positions in offices or mills, but th ey 
do provide th at broader foundation for 
future prominence In commercial af­ 
fairs th e evidences of wh ich are on 
every h and. 
It is not with out sig­ 
nificance th at industry in America h as 
attained its h igh est development at th e 
very time wh en th e participation of 
college-educated men in business

Th is country is actually importing 
for medicinal purposes plants th at are 
growing wild all around us, but wh ich 
no one seems to th ink it w’orth wh ile 
to gath er. 
Th is fact is pointed out 
by th e department of agriculture in a 
bulletin called “Weeds Used as Medi­ 
cine,” wh ich it would be worth wh ile 
for th e bey wh o reads th is to write 
for If h e wants to make a little money 
out of th e vacant ground all around 
h im, a New' York Herald Wash ington 
letter says. 
Th e bulletin will explain 
h ow to prepare th e weeds for th e mar­ 
ket and will give some idea of th e 
price th at th e industrious h oy can ex­ 
pect to obtain for th e weeds th at are 
marketable. 
Belgium and oth er European coun­ 
tries sh ip to th is part of th e world 
every year about 50,000 pounds of bur­ 
dock root. 
Th e root sells for from 
3 to 8 cents a pound and th e seeds 
for from 5 to 10 cents. 
Th is will 
proh eibly be news to most of th ose dili­ 
gent workers wh o h ave been weeding 
out th e buTdock from th ousands of 
farms, and carefully consigning it to 
th e flames, wh ile th e more th rifty Eu­ 
ropeans h ave been selling It to us in 
consignments th at come more th an 
8,000 miles to a country th at abounds 
In it. 
Wh o h as not wondered at th e sigh t 
of Italians digging for dandelions. Th e 
country boy knows th at dandelion 
greens are not bad for th e table, but 
wh at few but th e astute alien are wise 
to it th at druggists derive part of 
th eir income from th e sale of dande­ 
lion as a tonic and th at from 4 to 6 
cents a pound can be obtained from 
th e root th at flourish es everywh ere 
ready for th e picking? 
Instead of gath ering th e dock root 
th at goes to waste all around us, th e 
American nation pays for th e impor­ 
tation of 125,000 pounds of th is plant 
every year. 
Th e dried root sells at 
from 2 to 8 cents a pound, and is con­ 
sidered an excellent blood medicine. 
Th e waste lands are alive w'lth It and 
any boy could make money by gath er­ 
ing and preparing it for th e market. 
A quarter of a million pounds of dog 
grass, a remedy for kidney troubles, 
comes to th is country annually from 
abroad. 
Is it because we cannot grow 
dog grass in America? 
No, but be­ 
cause for some reason th is unth rifty 
nation Imports it Instead of pulling it 
up and preparing it from th e places 
wh ere it grows all around us. 
It 
brings from 3 to 7 cents a pound. 
Here's a ch ance for th e boy wh o finds 
th e long vacation begin to pall upon 
h im to show* h e Is as industrious as 
h is competitor in th e old w'orld. 
Th en th ere is pokeweed, a skin and 
blood remedy, th e dried roots of wh ich 
sell for from 2 to 5 cents a pound; 
mullein, wh ich is a nerve tonic and a 
cough medicine, and wh ich sells for 
good prices, but is not th ough t to be 
salable by th e boys of th is country 
(German boys know’ better—-th ey sell 
it for importation to America); lobelia 
seeds, wh ich sell for 15 cents a pound, 
and catnip, wh ich can be exch anged 
for pocket money at th e rate of from 
2 to 8 cents a pound. 
Th ese are only a few of th e many 
weeds th at are salable, but wh ich we 
allow’ to go to waste in th is country 
wh ile we buy th e identical th ing from 
abroad. 
It will open th e eyes as well 
as line th e pockets of our boys to get 
th e bulletin referred to and 
make 
money out of th at obnoxious Job of 
weeding.

many curious sporting contests wh ich 
h ave taken place of late years.

years ago a London ath lete starting 
from Just above Hammersmith bridge 
rode a mile, th en swam a mile and, 
landing at Putney, ran a mile on th e 
promenade.

Th ames, h e walked a quarter of a mile, 
rode a h orse for a quarter of a mile, 
swam a quarter of a mile, ran a quar­ 
ter of a mile, rode a bicycle for a 
quarter of a mile and finish ed up by 
rowing a boat for a quarter of a mile 
all in th e space of 189 minutes 32 2-5 
seconds.

“We h ave four kinds of street-car 
tickets in Vancouver, all of th em in­ 
cluding universal transfers,” said E. 
W. Wilson of th at city to a Kansas 
City Times reporter. 
“Th e most ex­ 
pensive tickets sell on th e cars at six 
for a quarter. 
Twenty-five of th ese, 
th e unlimited kind, may be h ad at th e 
company’s offices and a 
few 
oth er 
places for a dollar. Th en we h ave th e 
wh ite tickets, good between 6 and 9 
o’clock in th e morning and between 
4:30 and 7:30 o’clock in th e afternoon, 
except Sunday. Eigh t of th ese may be 
bough t on th e cars for a quarter. 
In 
addition to 
th ese, all public sch ool 
ch ildren h ave advantage of anoth er 
kind of ticket, ten of wh ich can be 
bough t on th e cars for a quarter. 
“All th ese tickets h ave been in use 
since I went th ere twelve years ago, 
wh en Vancouver was a town of 20,000 
—I don’t know’ h ow’ long before. Th e 
city now h as about 100,000 inh abitants. 
“Th ese tickets are good also in New 
Westminster, fourteen miles away, and 
connected with Vancouver by an inter- 
urban line, and in Victoria, wh ich is a 
h undred miles across th e bay. 
“Th e cars are about th e 
size 
of 
th ose used In Kansas City and th e 
service is more adequate to th e re­ 
quirements of th e city. 
Th ere is a 
large reserve equipment in th e plant 
and, consequently, th e cars are well 
h eated and th ere is h ardly ever a tie- 
up. 
Th e company's arrangement with 
th e town is such th at wh en th e coun­ 
cil asks for a new line th e company 
must build it or—a rare expedient— 
abide by th e decision of an unbiased 
board of arbitrators upon th e need of 
th e line. 
Th eir franch ise is forfeited 
if th ey fail in th is. 
“Employes of th e company say it 
pays h igh er wages th an 
any oth er 
street railway company on th is conti­ 
nent. 
Besides th is th e company h as a 
c-operative plan with 
its 
employes. 
Th ey receive dividends, based on net 
profits, In proportion to th e term of 
th eir service. 
One man I know re­ 
ceived $300 last Ch ristmas. 
Th e com­ 
pany pays a percentage of its 
g ro ss 
profits to th e city.” 


C a st la In g o t* , Fla tte n e d , A n n e a le d , 
C n t a n d B e a te n w ith H a m m e rs . 
Gold leaf, of wh ich such large quan­ 
tities are used by th e 
picture-frame 
makers, as well a3 by oth er trades, is 
mode as follows, says th e Canadian 
Painter and Decorator: 
An alloy of th e desired color h aving 
been formed, th e gold Is melted in a 
crucible at a temperature well above 
th e fusion point. 
It is th en cast into 
an Ingot and flattened by rolling be­ 
tween a pair of powerful steel rollers 
into a ribbon one and a h alf 
inch es 
wide and ten feet in length 
to 
th s 
ounce. 
After being flattened It Is annealed 
a nd cut into pieces of about six and 
a 
h alf grains each and placed between 
th e leaves of a “cutch ,” wh ich Is about 
h alf an inch th ick and th ree and a 
h alf Inch es square, containing about 
180 leaves of tough paper manufactur­ 
ed for th e purpose. Th is is beaten on 
for about twenty minutes with a sev­ 
enteen-pound h ammer, by wh ich th e 
gold is spread to th e 
size 
of 
th e 
“cutch .” 
Each leaf is th en taken out 
and cut in four pieces. 
Th ese are put between th e leaves of 
“sh oder,” four and a h alf 
inch es 
square and th ree-quarters of an inch 
th ick, containing 
about 
720 
skins 
w'h ich h ave been worn 
out 
in 
th e 
‘mold” or finish ing process described 
later. 
Th e sh oder requires about two 
h ours’ beating with a nine-pound h am­ 
mer. Each leaf is again cut In four 
pieces and placea between th e leaves 
of a “mold,” composed of about 950 of 
th e finest gold beaters' skins, five inch ­ 
es square and th ree-quarters of an inch 
th ick, th e contents of one sh oder fill­ 
ing th ree molds. 
Th e material h as now reach ed th e 
last and most difficult stage of th e pro­ 
cess. 
During th e first h our th e h am­ 
mer Is allow’ed to fall principally on 
th e center of th e mold. 
Th is causes 
gaping cracks upon th e edges of th e 
leaves, th e sides of wh ich rapidly coal- 
| esce with out leaving any trace of th e 
union after being beaten upon. 
At 
th e second h our, wh en th e 
gold 
is 
about th e 150.000th part of an ineh in 
th ickness, it for th e first time permits 
th e transmission of ligh t. 
If th e gold 
is pure, or but sligh tly alloyed, green 
rays pass th rough ; wh en h igh ly al- | 
loyed with silver violet rays appear. 
As a rule about four’ h ours beating 
with a seven-pound h ammer is requir­ 
ed. A single ounce of gold w’lll at th is 
stage trim to about 1,200 leaves th ree 
and a quarter inch es square. 
Th e fin­ 
ish ed leaves are taken out of th e mold 
and th e rough edges trimmed off by 
slips of rattan fixed in parallel grooves 
of an instrument called a wagon, th e 
leaf being laid upon a leath er cush ion 
for th at purpose.

Theodore 
Roosevelt with the phrase, “the big 
stick,” dates from a speech delivered 
by him at Chicago In 19 02. 
On th at 
occasion he said: 
"There is a home­ 
ly old adage whch runs, ‘Speak soft­ 
ly and carry a big stick, and you will 
go far.’ ” 
The Newr York World, in an edito­ 
rial published Sept. 29 , 19 04, revived 
the speech, contrasting it, in parallel 
columns, wth Roosevelt’s pacific speech 
to the delegates of the Interparlia­ 
m entary Peace Union, Sept. 24, 19 04. 
The first cartoon 
embodying 
the 
“big stick” idea was published in the 
World of Oct. 12, 19 04. 
It represented 
Roosevelt mounted on a fiery steed, 
throw ing a lasso around the flying 
Angel o f Peace and carrying a cudgel 
bearing the w’ords ‘big stick” upon it. 
It is interesting to notice the vary­ 
ing changes In cartoons in the charac­ 
ter t>f this stick. 
At first it was sim ­ 
ply a long, round stick of uniform 
thickness. 
It later changed to the 
knotted club or bludgeon type, and 
now it fs often seen with a spear pro­ 
truding from the large end. 
This lat­ 
ter form was derived from Roosevelt’s 
expression, 
“My 
spear 
knows 
no 
brother.” A marked contrast is shown 
in Roosevelt’s emblem and the "m ail­ 
ed fist” of Em peror William.

Prof. H. E. Armstrong, at th e recent 
m eeting of the British 
Association, 
made some curiously interesting

m arks about carbon and the astonish­ 
ing relation of Its properties to 
th e 
geometrical figure known as the te tra ­ 
hedron, a solid bounded by four equi­ 
lateral triangles. 
He said th a t the 
completeness with which the funda­ 
m ental properties of the carbon atom 
are symbolized by a regular tetrah e­ 
dron is altogether astounding. 
T h at 
atom has four affinities, which operate 
practically In the direction of the four 
radii, proceeding from the center to­ 
w ard the four solid angles of a te tra ­ 
hedron. 
“In the future, when stran­ 
gers dig for signs of our life, they 
will find the tetrahedron and tlie ben­ 
zene hexagon among the mystic sym ­ 
bols which they have difficulty in in­ 
terpreting. 
If, like the ancient Egyp­ 
tians, wre made o ur tombs records of 
our wisdom, such symbols would long 
since have acquired 
sacred 
signifi­ 
cance.”

OF HELMAN’S MURDER 


Effie Salisberry -Arrested at 


New Orleans. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 12.—Fo llo w­ 
ing the return o f Pro secuting Atto rney 
Whitlo ck fro m Indianap o lis with requi­ 
sitio n p ap ers a detective will g o to 
New Orleans to bring back Miss Effie 
Salisberry, arrested there and wanted 
in this city in co nnectio n with the 
death o f William Heiman. a jeweler. 
It develo p s that Helman’s rig ht name 
was Niedehelman and that he was di­ 
vo rced fro m his first wife in Cincinnati 
ten years ag o . 
He had been o n inti­ 
mate terms with the yo ung wo man 
and visited Indianap o lis with her sev­ 
eral weeks ag o . 
The p o lice here do no t believe that 
Heiman, o r Niedehelman, as he was 
fo rmerly kno wn, was either ro bbed o r 
p o iso ned by the wo man. It is declared 
the g irl was no t related to the dead 
jeweler. 
The p o lice were no tified that Miss 
Salisberry was p ut thro ug h an exam­ 
inatio n by the New Orleans p o lice and 
bro ke do wn and wep t bitterly, but said 
when charg ed with the jeweler’s mur­ 
der: 
“It’s a lie, a mean, wicked, ma­ 
licio us lie.’’ 
Miss Salisberry was first to ld that 
Heiman had died under mysterio us 
circumstances, and inasmuch as she 
had been with him the nig ht befo re, 
it wo uld be advisable fo r her to say 
so mething in her defense. 
She then to ld o f meeting Heiman in 
Chicag o o n Sunday nig ht and taking 
dinner with him. 
She said that they 
had eaten so me shell o ysters which 
ap p arently were sp o iled, and that they 
had been made very ill fo r a time. 
“But we braced up o n so me mo d 
days, have returned j cirm,” she co ntinued, “and when 1 to ld 
in Blo o ming to n, 111. j Heiman g o o d-by just befo re reaching 
Terre Haute, I felt little the w’o rse fo r 
at Sco ttsburtr j 
<Hnner< ar,d he ap p eared to have 
” exp erienced no serio us effects.

urally I am very much surp rised to 
learn that he died that nig ht.”

ple supply five years ago. 
The weather isn’t what it used to 
be, and so meat is higher.

in 
Providence be­ 
cause Providence people have a hab­ 
it of not paying for it. 
The reason is 
the

freight 
rates. 
The railroads charge a higher 
rate from Chicago to providence than 
from Pasooag to Woonsocket. 
Meat is high because of the grad­ 
ual disappearance of the clam and 
the lobster.

pay more for

pie because they love the market- 
men and realize that the latter -al­ 
ways give them a square deal.

Fifty of the Tribe Now Living in 
Indian Territory. 
Placidly smoking the pipe of peace, 
apparently forgetful of the eventful 
past, about fifty Indians, relatives and 
survivors of the renowned Modocs, 
who took part in the most interest* 
fng Indian rebellion in American his­ 
tory, are living on allotments near 
Miami, I. T. 
These fifty «re perhaps 
the only survivors or relatives of the 
once powerful tribe. 
The Modocs, it will 
be 
remem­ 
bered, were an Indian tribe of north­ 
ern California and southern Oregon. 
In 1872 they became turbulent and 
refused to remain on their reserva­ 
tions. 
Gen. E. R. S. Canby, a vet­ 
eran of the Mexican and Civil wars, 
was sent against them, but they, af­ 
ter firing on the United States forces, 
retreated to the lava beds. 
The ad­ 
vance of the United States troops 
was greatly impeded by the peculiar 
topography of the 
country, 
and 
a 
good many of them were picked off 
by Indian 
sharpshooters 
concealed 
behind the rooks and crags of the 
lava beds. 
Efforts were then made 
to negotiate with them, and a con­ 
ference was held between Gen. Can­ 
by and two peace commissioners on 
the one hand and a number of Mo­ 
docs, including 
their 
chief, Capt. 
Jack, on the other. 
While Gen. Can­ 
by and his aides 
were 
seated 
on 
stones around a small fire two In­ 
dians who were concealed 
in the 
bushes 
rushed 
from 
their 
hiding 
place with guns and shot to death 
the General and one of his compan­ 
ions. 
A vigorous campaign was then 
begun against the trea'herous Indi­ 
ans, and in the 
following summer 
Gen. Jefferson C. Davis, who succeed­ 
ed Gen. Canby, captured the Modoc 
band. 
Capt. Jack and three other 
leaders were tried by a military com­ 
mission and hanged, while two oth­ 
ers were imprisoned for life. 
About 
100 who had not followed Capt. Jack 
were permitted to 
remain in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The remainder, about 145, 
of whom the fifty «re either surviv­ 
ors or descendants, were transferred 
to the Indian Territory. 
Altogether 
the war cost $500,000.

tributions to the national hall of fame, 
and completing that state’s quota, the 
statue of Oliver P. Morton, Indiana’s 
w ar governor, having for years occu­ 
pied a prom inent position here. 
Captain J. P. McGrew, the W ashing­ 
ton m em ber of the Wallace statu e com­ 
mission, who was a m em ber of Gen­ 
eral W allace's regim ent, presided over 
the unveiling ceremonies, which were 
conducted at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Following an invocation by the Rev. 
George F. Dudley, the presentation of 
the statue to the national governm ent 
was m ade by William Allen Wood, 
m em ber of the statue commission, and 
the veil was drawn by Lew Wallace, 
jr., grandson of the soldier, diplomat 
and author whose memory was thus 
perpetuated in the nation’s chief place. 
The address of the occasion was then 
delivered by Thom as R. M arsha’1, gov­ 
ernor of Indiana, who was followed by 
Jam es W hitcom b Riley, the Hoosier 
poet, who read a poem written for the 
occasion. 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge, 
Indiana's senior senator, then deliv- j 
ered an address, which was followed 1 
by brief addresses by A. Rusen Bey, I 
charge of the Turkish embassy, in hon­ 
or of the lime when General W allace 
was United States m inister to the j 
porte. and by William H. Andrew's, del­ 
egate in congress from New Mexico, 
who recalled the period when General 
W allace was territorial governor o f 1 
New Mexico, after 
which the Rev. 1 
Lloyd A. Douglass pronounced the ben­ 
ediction. 
The Indiana Society of W ashington 
will bring the ceremonies to a climax 
this evening at the Arlington hotel, 
when it will have a "W allace evening."
